In aplte of his dafensa, and tha 
fact that oat mif kilogram of gold was etiil available, an amount of 
Fh.OOC schillings was ad.judged ta still mieaiT*. Conaapuantly ?l-JJBCt wee 
appreh'MKiad on 51 August 1965 arid transferred to tha lend Court ( Inode age r 1 eh t) 
Prison, Saltburg, cm * September 1955, wi^h bail set ot 20,000 schilling*, 
which oould not ha provided by Pr, TheodorN^ll, FUiJdOT’e lawyer. As soon 
ae mmJjCCT wos transferred to tha landesgericht Pgiaon, protest* vwre made 
egwinst hie arrest by Hofret *nd Police hiraotnr Vr* kieherdfooehm sad by 

halbert Vroaohko, Sslr.burg Poll oe Official. The protests were withdrawn 
when the prosecutor insisted on RUU46CTM if^riaomsect for violation of the 
law, ^nforaent 5B4B stated that he cons Ida red it understandable that ProeohJte
